Pittsburgh, Pa., 

March 23, 1936 

Dear Paul: 

I’d like to tell you about the flood, 

! but I’m too close to it. What I’ve 
j seen is too terrible, too awful, to as- 
| simmilate. The mind can’t grasp it— 
for who can grasp two hundred and 
fifty millions of dollars and more ? 
Who can realize that right here in 
Pittsburgh and suburbs, 110 people 
who were alive and more or less hap¬ 
py only a few days ago, are no more 

snuffed out like a light, gone, as 
quickly as the sun drops out of sight 
at the end of the day? That over 
100.000 are homeless? 

When we have visitors I always 
take them up to the top of Mount 
Washington, to look down upon the 
beauties of a great city at night. 
Down there, I tell my friends, is the 
“Billion Dollar Circle.” 

But that was yesterday—not last I 
night. There wasn't any Point last ] 
night. At least not for human eyes 
to identify and proud arms to lo¬ 
cate. Dante told about it. He saw 
the forerunner of it. They must have 
been very much alike, for there, last 
night, were Lucifer's legs, this time 
in the form of blackened rails and 
ties making up the inclines that 
seemed to stop nowhere at all. Down 
there was darkness and mud and 
filth and decaying things.
